The settlement proposal was 
made in a joint motion to dismiss, 
submitted to the board yesterday 
by the company and the union. In 
an accompanying agreement be- 
tween the union and the firm, a 
proposal was made for settlement 
of differences by the appointment 
of a five-man commission, headed 
by Dr. Arthur Rubin, University of 
Chicago professor, to govern all 
company-union relations. 

Both the company and the union 
previously had rejected a, board 
proposal for stipulations calling for 
a cease and desist order and an 
enforcing order from the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The NLRB also had requested a 
stipulation to strike out all testi- 
mony of Mrs. Ethel Spangler, pro- 
duced by the company as a “sur- 
prise” witness in an attempt to 
show that board and union em- 
ployes had sought to induce her to 
testify falsely in behalf of the 
union. This stipulation was not in- 
cluded in the proposal sent to 
Washington. 

No Lockouts or. Strikes. 

The commission, as provided for 
in the agreement, would have had 
the authority to pass on all matters 
relating to wages, hours, working 
conditions and disputes between 
the Forest City firm and the gar- 
ment workers’ union. The company 
agreed that it would cause no lock- 
outs and the union proposed to end 
its 10-month-old boycott against the 
firm's products and agreed to call 
no strikes for three years, the life 
of the proposed agreement. 

To enforce its rulings, the com- 
mission would have had the author- 
ity to assess fines against the com- 
pany or the union. No mention 
was made of union membership, 
and it is presumed that the com- 
mission would have authority to 
govern organizational efforts. After 
almost eight years of attempts to 
organize Forest City plants, in 
which three strikes were called, the 
union now has only two members 
in the company’s employ. The 
company employs about 800 per-

You don’t have to bat- 
tle your way through a mob 
fighting to get to a price before 
the bookmaker rubs it; you don't 
have to cruise madly around the 
ring trying to note the price vari- 
ations; you are not stepped on, 
shoved aside and suffocated by 
an inconsiderate crowd. 

But—when you bet in the mu- 
tuels you: 

Don’t have a bookmaker’s bank 
roll to bet against. 

Can’t peg the price of the horse 
you want to wager on. 

Face the chance that comeback 
money “will batter down a horse 
that was three to one when you 
wagered to even money at post 
time. 

Risk the possibility that pari 
mutuel manipulators build a false 
favorite at the track in order to 
bet on the legitimate choice away 
from it.

There are other angles. Anyone 

who has wagered on race tracks 


under the old and the new con 


ditions will know that the bettor 
has the better break under the 
beokmaker system and the track 
operators get all the gravy under 
the mutuel plan. 

And the heavy propaganda for 
mutuels is broadcast because the 
tracks and their partners (the 
States in which they operate) 
know that. 

They get better revenue, with 
less expense, at no risk of their 

own money. You can’t beat that

Frank A. Reader Says There 
Were No Intentional Errors 
in Count Reported. 


Frank A. Reader, a former Dem- 
ocratic election judge on trial for 
vote fraud, testified in hig own de- 
fense this afternoon that there were | 
no intentional errors in the count 
reported by the officials of the 
Eighteenth Precinct, Twenty-first 
Ward, in the last Nov. 8 election. 
A recount disclosed numerous er- 
rors in the tabulations. 

Reader, a salesman, residing at 
4141 Natural Bridge avenue, de- 
scribed the method used in count- 
ing the 346 ballots cast in the pre- 
cinct. Split tickets were tabulated 
on a homemade tally sheet, instead 
of the regular sheets off which only 
the totals were written, he defend- 
ant said, Reader declg@:ed the com- 
pilation of the tally was omitted 
from)the regular sheets at the sug- 
gestion of the two Republican poll 
watchers who, he said, advised the 
officialg that only the totals were 
required. “When the sheetg and 
poll books were marked I had every 
reason to believe that the count was 
right,” the witness stated, 

Comparative Figures Read. 
The defense opened with a read- 
ing of comparative figures between 
the official recount and a subse- 
quent count made before the grand 
jury. when Reader was indicted. 
The figures, read by Patrick H. 
Cullen, Reader’s attorney, showed 
differences of one or two votes in 
the two counts. The difference be- 
tween the official recount and the 
precinct tabulation was as great as 
25 votes in some instances. Cullen 
sought to show, however, that mis- 
takes could be made even under the 
most favorable circumstances. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
rested the State’s case shortly after 
the noon recess at the conclusion of 
the examination of Mrs. Alvera 
Hofer, 4201 Sacramento avenue, a 
Republican clerk at the polls. She 
was preceded by Miss Elizabeth T. 
Barry, 4039 Labadie avenue, the 
Democratic clerk. Both women 
were indicted for the alleged poll 
fraud. 

Miss Barry testified she signed 
the precinct tally sheejs and vote 
return forms at 1:30 o’clock on the 
afternoon of election day at the re- 
quest of Reader and another judge.

WASHINGTON, March 22. 

LEARLY there is growing sen- 
C timent in Congress for revision 

of the neutrality laws, but how 
far it will make itself felt depends 
to a large extent on the public re- 
action cf the next few weeks. The 
pending resolution of Senator Key 
Pittman, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, 
represents the most that the ad- 
ministration thinks it can get at 
this time. It is probably right in 
that view. The pressure on Con- 
gress from pacifist groups that 
would maintain and even tighten 
the present legislation is enormous. 
Moreover, among the Nyes and 
Clarks of the Senate, men who gen- 
uinely believe that the neutrality 
laws offer the country the best 
hope of keeping out of war, there is 
a die-hard attitude that might ex- 
press itself in a filibuster against 
any important change. 


The fight gets actively under 
way today as the Foreign Relations 
Committee begins work on the 
Pittman proposal. This would do 
away with the mandatory embargo 
on the sale of arms to warring na- 
tions and permit the purchase of 
arms on the cash-and-carry princi- 
ple.

Why Not Oredit Unions? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 
AY I introduce another angle to 
the discussion of the small loans bill 
recently passed by the Legislature? 

It may be news to some of your read- 
ers that any seven individuals may, under 
the laws of our State, band themselves 
together to form a credit union, Such 
an organization sells an unlimited num- 
ber of shares to jts members at $5 a 
share, and makes loans to its members 
at the interest rate of 1 per cent monthly 
on unpaid balances. 

Credit unions are an established insti- 
tution in this country. Through the ef- 
forts of the late Edward A. Filene, legis- 
lation was enacted in practically all of 
the 48 states making their organization 
possible. There are at this time over 
350 credit unions in Missouri alone. By 
making it possible for their members to 
obtain loans at a reasonable rate of in- 
terest, they are rendering a valuable 
service. 

Any seven people having a “common 
bond of association” may apply to the 
Becretary of State for a charter. The 
“common bond of association” may be 
employment in an industrial concern, resi- 
dence in a certain neighborhood, member- 
ship in a parish, etc. The law with re- 
gard to credit unions is explicit and the 
approved forms of by-laws which will be 
received from the office of the Secretary 
of State are very detailed, so that the 
procedure of organization will be found 
to be thoroughly mapped out. 

The credit union makes it possible for 
ita members to pay cash instead of high 
earrying charges, to meet their financial 
obligations more adequately, and, inci- 
dentally, pays a fair return (usually 5 per 
cent) on the capital invested.

tax-exemption privilege now enjoyed by holders of 
Government and other public securities and by em- 
ployes in official service. So long had the matter 
been discussed, so completely was popular sentiment 
in favor of the step, that passage of the “short and 
simple statute” urged by the executive seemed a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Such expectations failed to reckon, however, with 
a force that hastened to make itself felt in Wash- 
ington, It is a force that, for the moment at least, 
has proved stronger than public opinion, stronger 
than the President’s recommendation, stronger than 
the personal convictions of many members of Con- 
gress. It is the force of the lobby, the concerted 
campaign of self-serving state and municipal author- 
ities, which has exerted its pressure upon Congress 
and has produced a craven surrender. 

The proposal is likely to be shelved, says a Wash- 
ington dispatch, because protests have come from 
what members of Congress consider “highly potent 
places.” It is a disgraceful exhibition of retreat 
before pressure politics. Its enormity is emphasized 
on considering a few expressions on the subject. 

Roger Babson, conservative and highly regarded 
business analyst, had this to say last May: 

Cutting out tax exemption on new public bonds 
would be the best thing Congress could do for the 


country now. It would aid in bringing an end 
to the strike of capital which started last August 


with the passage of a new tax Dill. 

Congress professes deep concern over the scarcity 
of so-called “venture capital.” Yet, by bowing to the 
lobby, it insures investment funds a longer stay in 
what a Wall Street Journal writer some years ago 
called “a comfortable cyclone cellar for the rich man.” 

The flagrant injustice of tax exemptions has often 
been assailed. An attack on one phase of the matter 
is found in a dissent by Justices Holmes, in 1919: 


To require a man to pay the taxes that all 
other men have to pay cannot possibly be made 
an instrument to attack his independence as a 
Judge. I see nothing in the purpose of this 
clause of the Constitution to indicate Judges were 
to be a privileged class, free from bearing their 
share of the cost of the institutions upon which 
their well-being if not their life depends. 


Presidents and Secretaries of the Treasury for the 
last 20 years or more have joined in pointing out 
the injustice of tax exemption. Said President Coo- 
lidge in his first message to Congress: “Ali the 
wealth of the nation ought to contribute its fair share 
to the expenses of the nation.” Said Secretary Mel- 
jon in 1921: “The existence of this mass of exempt 
securities constitutes an economic menace of the 
first magnitude.” President Hoover foresaw the 
nullification of increases in income tax rates by “the 
retreat of capital into tax-exempt securities.” Secre- 
tary Mills warned: “Tax-exempt securities must in- 
evitably destroy the progressive income tax.” 

President Roosevelt's messages have. reiterated 
these opinions. John W. Hanes, Undersecretary of 
the Treasury and formerly a Wall Street broker, two 
months ago told a Senate committee: “Industry finds 
it difficult to compete with tax-exempt securities in 
attracting the capital of individuals in the higher 
income-tax brackets.” 

Against all this authoritative opinion, the lobby- 
ists went into aetion. They poured a barrage upon 
Congress. Attorneys-General of 39 states joined in 
a brief denying Congress had the power to tax state

A Doctor Defends Specialists. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial, “A Doctor Writes a 

Book," you pontificate as follows: “To 
his arraignment of specialism and some 
of its consequences, public sentiment says, 
Amen, Specialism has run riot,” etc. 

Your article, by Virginia Irwin, quotes 
Dr, Jerger as saying, “Young men train- 
ing to be doctors no longer think, ‘How 
best can I serve humanity?’ They think 
instead, ‘In what specialty can I make 
the most money?’” I have watched many 
such young men make their decisions, 
have consulted with them and have seen 
many of them choose both general prac- 
tice and the less lucrative non-surgical 
specialties, so I can testify to the inac- 
curacy of this “slam.” 

Let me suggest to you, and to Dr. 
Jerger, that to get adequate hospital 
training in neurosurgery, orthopedics, 
ophthalmology, obstetrics, plus the di- 
agnosis and treatment of pneumonia, 
acariet fever, diabetes, etc., would require 
just about 10 to 12 years, by which time 
the properly-trained general practitioner 
would have to start over again, for what 
he learned in his early years would be 
out of date. 

Of course, we need general practition- 
ers—who, like the specialists, know their 
limitations. They are essential in the 
amaller towns, important in the big cities. 
I know there are rank instances of com- 
mercialism which reflect on the whole 
profession; I know there is fee-splitting, 
incompetence, etc. But I know that spe- 
cialization has come to stay because no 
one person can possibly “cover” all 
branches of medicine competently and do 
justice to his patients. Contrary to your 
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opinion, we do consider that our true 
function is to do the best we can to 
give the public the benefit of modern 
medical science.

One of the congressional excuses for withholding 
action is the small revenue to be obtained now by 
outlawing tax exemptions on future securities is- 
sues.

There is still time for Congress to reflect on what 
a sorry surrender it is making, and to throw off the 
lobbyists’ yoke by enacting the reform desired by 
the public and the President. 
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THE MEMEL PLUM. 

The Nazis have taken over Memel, and Hitler, 
“Augmenter of the Reich,” has given his people 
another victory to celebrate. Internal agitation and 
outside pressure had convinced Lithuania long ago 
that her only course was to yield whenever the 
Fuehrer gave the word, and now the ripe plum 
has fallen. It was a foregone conclusion that no 
help could be expected from the Powers that in 1924 
signed the convention giving Memel to Lithuania. 

Memel, founded in the thirteenth century by the 
Teutonic Knights, is a German city, while the sur- 
rounding area is largely Lithuanian. The district 
had been part of the Reich since the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and the Versailles Treaty put it under Allied 
control, pending final decision. But in 1923, after 
Poland had seized Vilna, their capital, the Lithua- 
nians staged a coup of their own by seizing Memel, 
and the Powers awarded it to them, Thus, the stage 
was set for retaliation whenever Germany grew 
strong again, and the Fuehrer profits by the oppor- 
tunity. It is another instance of how the Allies’ 
shabby treatment of democratic Germany helped 
Hitler to power, and how force has again carried the 
day in the remaking of Europe’s map.

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A GOAL FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 

Gov. Stark has shown a statesmenlike conception 
of Missouri's needs in the list of bills he has revived 
by executive recommendation. Im the whole list of 
36 measures, there are few that are even contro- 
versial. Practically all are needed and are desired by 
a vast majority of the citizens. If they are not 
enacted, in the main, it will be because there stands 
between the people and their legislative welfare a

inated lawmakers. 

The list of bills which have been accorded execu- 
tive recommendation includes these forward-looking 
measures: 

State civil service bill. 

Marriage health bill. 

Public bond sale Dill, 

Secret ballot bill. 

Anti-fee bills for St. Louis County. 
St. Louis housing bills, 


Soil conservation bill. 

Stronger liquor law enforcement Dill. 
Rural electrification bill. 

Tourist camp inspection bill. 

St. Louis County criminal court bill. 


Most of the others are for such purposes as to 
facilitate the efforts of State and local agencies to 
avail themselves of Federal funds, to control live- 
stock diseases or crop pests and to remedy con- 
spicuous voids in administrative authority. 

It is particularly gratifying to find Gov. Stark 
throwing his influence behind the State civil service 
bill. It is easily the most important in the list, 
for abolition of the spoils system would do more 
than any other one piece of legislation, short of 
reorganizing the Legislature itself, to pave the way 
for other reforms. 

The benefits flowing from the civil service sys 
tem are ably summarized in an article by Dr. James 
Kerr Pollock, one of the nation’s outstanding advo- 
cates of the merit system, reprinted on this page to- 
day. 

Gov. Stark’s program provides our legislators with 
a high goal. If the desires and needs of the peo- 
ple, together with the support of the Governor, 
prove insufficient to obtain enactment of at least 
a major portion of the program, it will’ be final 
proof of the frustration of the representative prin- 
ciple in the Missouri Legislature. 
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As he looked fondly at the map of Europe Adolf 
Hitler whispered confidentially to himself: “They'll 
have to admit that I’m the man who can take it.” 
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AN UNWISE RETRENCHMENT PLAN. 

It would appear the reasonable course for the WPA, 
in preparing to retrench, to re-examine its roils and 
drop those who have no right, or only a qualified 
right, to jobs. Yet, in making plans against the even- 
tuality that Congress will not grant the additional 
$150,000,000 asked by the Presjdent, the WPA is 
making a quite different approach. It is preparing, 
not to eliminate the ineligible or least needy workers, 
but to drop certain types of projects. 

Within limits, this may be wise. From Col. Har- 
rington’s own description, there appear to be some 
projects which should never have been started. The 
fundamental test, however, should be not what 
projects but what workers should be dropped. 

In the winter of 1936-37, the WPA authorities in 
St. Louis made a re-check of the rolls and dropped 
10 per cent of the workers as ineligible. A thorough 
recheck now, we are told, should result in eliminating 
possibly 20 per cent of the workers. The further 
point is made that the WPA in St. Louis has been 
kept free from political pressure more than in most 
cities. 

If this is an accurate picture, it is clear that the 
President was far too low in estimating the number 
of chiselers on WPA at 5 per cent. If the deadheads 
are present in any such numbers as this, they can 
be made to bear the full force of the proposed re- 
trenchment, without the elimination of any person 
actually deserving a public job.

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FROM LAW SCHOOL TO HIGH COURT. 

Another excellent appointment to the high Fed- 
eral judiciary was made by the President yesterday: 
that of Wiley Blount Rutledge Jr., dean of the 
University of Iowa Law School, to the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals. The scholarship and 
character of Dean Rutledge are well attested by the 
fact that he was under serious consideration for the 
Supreme Court vacancy, to which William O. Doug- 
las, chairman of the SEC, was appointed Monday. 

St. Louis knows Dean Rutledge well, from his 
nine-year tenure as professor and dean of the Wash- 
ington University Law School, ending in 1935. His 
addresses and articles while here won a large audi- 
ence for Mr. Rutledge’s broad-gauge legal and po- 
litical philosophy. His qualifications for the im por- 
tant Washington post are indisputable. 

This week’s two appointments call attention to the 
President’s frequent reliance upon educators in the 
law to fill judicial posts. His last two Supreme 
Court appointees, Douglas and Frankfurter, were 
professors of law; in past years, teachers have been 
rare on the court. In January, the President named 
Charles E. Clark, dean of the Yale Law School, to 
the Court of Appeals. In February, he appointed 
Herschel W, Arant, dean of the Ohio State University 
Law School, to a District Court post. 

It is significant that these appointments have re- 
ceived wide public approval, and that no cloud of 
partisan intent has shadowed them. Evidence thus 
is given of the vigor of law schools today, and of the 
respected position their leaders have come to occupy 
among lawyers and laymen alike,

As to the first item, a considerable amount 
of the lack of confidence in government is 
traceable to the system of choosing public 
officials on a political and not on a merit 
basis. As long as elections are ugly strug- 
gles for place, as long as we continue to 
put elections on a venal basis—“You vote 
for me and I’ll give you a job’—just so long 
will the whole moral level of our politics 
be about as high as the standards of bribery. 

It has often been contended that patron- 
age is a necessary aid to political leadership. 
But so far as the parties are concerned, it 
should be clear to wise politicians that the 
barter of jobs prevents them from function- 
ing properly as formulators of public pol- 
icy. They are so engrossed with the task of 
handing out the loaves and fishes that they 
have no time for their most vital function 
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Another serious indictment of the patron- 
age system can be seen in the loss of time 
to administrators in the handling of pa- 
tronage matters. Governors, department 


’ is left to them. 


Another loss under the patronage system 
is o€écasioned by loose payroll practices. 
The usual spoils system is not interested in 
a careful checkup of positions on the pay- 
réil. The spoilsman is interested only in 
getting as many noses in the public trough 
as possible. Even if fictitious names should 
appear on payrolls, even if payroll padding 
should be indulged in, he is not concerned. 
Consequently the waste of public money 
through payroll padding, or through embez- 
zlement, is considerable. Under most pa- 
tronage systems, there is also discoverable 
an absence of careful supervision over hours 
of work, vacations and sick leave. 

When an employe gets a job through polit- 
ical influence, he is likely to hold it as long 
as his political sponsor desires. What kind 
of work the employe does, how regular he 
is in his hours of work, whether he 
stays away from his work for days at a 
time, are matters which may irk his ad- 
ministrative superior, but that official can 
do little or nothing about it. 

Not the smallest loss under the patronage 
system is attributable to the inexperience of 
many government employes, especially in 
state and local governments. Recently sur- 
veys have shown that as high as 25 per 
cent of the employes in various jurisdic- 
tions have never held other positions before 
entering government service. When ex-con- 
victs can become prison guards, when 80- 


year-old people are intrusted with work re- 


quiring considerable physical activity, when 
purchases are made by persons never before 
charged with spending ‘arge sums, when 
welfare tasks are handed to persons un- 
trained in social work, one can see the cost 
to the taxpayer in both dollars and service. 
But such inexperience in routine posi-

But to continue the enumeration of spe- 
cific counts in the indictment against the 
patronage system, let reference be made to 
the costliness of handling the - personnel 
problem without an adequate classification 
of employes and without an adequate com- 
pensation plan.

properly classified and compensated, it is 
impossible to give equal pay for equal work. | 


Many employes are overpaid; Inany are 
underpaid; and altogether, 
necessarily exists,

Again, it should be pointed out that near- 
ly every spoils jurisdiction is overstaffed. 
There is no incentive under the patronage 
system to reduce the number of employes. 
The more positions, the more faithful fol- 
lowers can be accommodated. 

Along the same line is the waste occa- 
sioned by the practice of keeping old em- 
ployes in the job while new employes are 
being broken in. Such a practice, however 
necessary it may be under the patronage 
system, results in a great increase in the

Capacity Audience Enthusiastic

ATHAN MILSTEIN, the young 
NY Russian violinist who for a 

number of years now has been 
a public favorite in these parts, 
gave a concert last night in the 
Municipal Auditorium under aus- 
pices of the Civic Music League. 
It was the final concert of the 
‘season and a capacity audience, in 
\its enthusiasm for the incisive and 
‘engaging quality o: the  per- 
formance, turned it into something 
like a grand gala. 

Fortunately this unqualified ap- 
-proval was won with a program 
that was stronger and more un- 
compromisingly artistic than any 
ever played by a violinist on a 
Civic program. 

It contained none of the musical 
gumdrops that are usually urged 
upon visiting artists in the mis- 
taken assumpton that their audi- 
ences must be appeased and not 
edified. Even Milstein’s encores, 
though verging close, avoided the 
more obvious little .othings that 
are usually called into service.

HAVE been reading an inter- 
esting account by Dr. Walter R. 
Bett of reminiscences of the 
great London hospital of St. Barth- 
olomew’s. With all the complaints 
that we hear about the medical 
profession and dispensary practice 
today, it is illuminating to com- 
pare them with the happenings in 
the dispensary of St. Bartholomew's 
as short a time ago as 1868, when 
the resident apothecary was in 
charge of what may be described 
as the wholesale treatment of pa- 
tients. 

When all the patients who ap- 
plied for treatment in the morning 
had been gathered together in one 
room, the apothecary would enter 
and ask all those who complained 
of a cough to stand up, whereupon 
he gave them a cough medicine. He 
then asked all those who had the 
bellyache to stand up, and he gave 
them some kind of house physic for 
that. 

The nurses were of the kind of 
Sarah Gamp, and on account of 
their overweight, heavy facial fea- 
tures and waddling gait, were sar- 
castically referred to as “fairies.” 

In 1877 a certain Dr. Robert 
Bridges was appointed to the post 
of casualty physician. He made a 
report a little later in which he 
pointed out certain abuses. In 
three months he had seen 7735 pa- 
tionts and the average time spent 
on each was 1.28 minutes. 

“With the lowest estimate of fe- 
male garrulity,” he wrote, “one may 
recognize the grandeur of the feat 
accomplished in giving separate 
audience to the troubles of 150 
women in three hours and a quar- 
ter.” And he remarked that most 
of their troubles were brought on 
by indiscretion, for which the cure 
would be discretion. Most of them 
preferred Epsom salts.

As a matter of fact, say 
closest to him, it is doubtful 
er he even is aware that some peo- 
ple in this come-easy, go-easy town 
profess contempt because he doesn't 
toss his money around like a Coal 
Oil Johnny.
